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HOSPITAL 


For three months of our junior year we 
were run through the obstacle course at 
DMGH. Rigorous hours of duty were 
assigned with lectures at-any time of the 
day or night should the lecturer 
remember.

"Evaluation of these cases shows that most of the reported and treated cases
